DROWNED IN LAKE DORA. 


In last week's New North, mention 


was made of the accidental drowning 
in Lake Dora of three Hibblng citi- 
zens and a guide, while on a hunting 
expedition, one of whom was Jacob 
Seibel, brother of P. F. and A. B. Set- 
bel of Rhlnelander. The following 
are extracts from the Hibblng Tri- 
bune: 


"The ttrst indication that was dis- 


covered of an accident was had on 
Sunday when relatives of the guide, 
Cooper, came to the lake looking for 
him. The boat was then discovered 
on the north west shore of the lake, 
with some caps and some grain that 
the men had carried. 


The settlers were alarmed and a 


search for the missing men begun 
in the lake. 
Messrs. Everdon and 


Inscho of Deer River were returning 
from a hunt and took the news of 
the accident to DeerRlvor and it was 
at first reported in Hibblng that they 
were in the fatal boat but had es- 
caped, this was not the case, how- 
ever. 


A party of eighteen left Hibblng 


for the scene of the drowning Sunday 
night. They stopped at the home of 
Guy Mitchell, a settler, who lives 
near the shore of Lake Dora. 
Here 


they found that the body of Solbel 
had been found Sunday by the settlers 
and that of Healy on Monday morn- 
ing. 


The bodies of Healy and Seibel 


were taken In charge by W. J. Ryder 
assisted by D. W. Hurley of the tlrm 
of Hurley Bros., undertakers, of St. 
Paul. Mr. Hurley happening to be 
there hunting, and were, taken back 
to the hotel at \Vlrth, to be prepared 
for burial. 


The body of Boltz wan brought to 


the surface by a barbed wire drag and 
search for the body of Bert Cooper 
was continued without result. 


The funeral of Jacob Seibel was 


held at the Catholic church on Satur- 
day morning. 
P. F. Seibel and his 


brother Joseph, of Marlnette, returned 
to Rhlnelander Saturday evening and 
A. B. Seibel and wife of this city and 
his sister Mary and brother John of 
Two Rivers arrived Monday night.

upper peninsula knows, yet It is 
evident from recently enacted legis- 
lation that the bird Is regarded as a° 
pest which must be exterminated. 


For every English sparrow killed 


during the above months a bounty of 
2 cents shall be paid. 


The law makes the unique and 


arbitrary provision that all sparrows 
presented for bounty must be destroy- 
ed by burning.

state opened Monday Nov. 11, and 
will close Nov. 30. 


Deer can not be hunted with dogs, 


and it Is unlawful to hunt game of 
any kind with a dog In the counties 
where deer are allowed to be killed, 
or to have a dog In or about a hunt- 
ing or logging camp during the deer 
season. 


Deer cannot be killed In the water 


or on the ice, or by means of any pit, 
pitfall, trap or snare, or by the aid of 
artificial light, or in the night time 
or from a scaffold. 


A resident hunter in possession of a 


hunting license can kill and trans- 
port two deer, and a non-resldenUn 
possession of u nonresident hunting- 
license can not kill or transport more 
than one deer during any ona year. 


No deer, or part of a doer(venslonj, 


can be shipped, but must be accom- 
panled by the hunter. 


Deer can be transported from.Nov. 


12 to Dec. a.

•train. Ho is an expert in machinery, 
and of an inventive turn of mind; suf- 
ficiently so. indeed, to have earned for

mal or bird, as tho case might be. 


Although 
from

ecclesiastical 


point of view tho church, In tho per- 
son of tho pope, would have tho power 
of relieving him of tho obligations of 
tho oath which ho made at tho tlmo 
of his marriage to refrain from raising 
his wife to tho throne, and his child- 
ren into tho lino of succession thereto, 
yet Francis Ferdinand's 
sense of 


honor Is so keen thnt there Is no rea- 
son whatsoever to suppose that ho 
will yield to the longings of hla heart 
nnd break tho promise which ho gavo 
to the members of his house, tho gov- 
ernment of tho dual empire, and to tho 
people.

HEALTH OFFICER IMPORT- 


ANT FACTOR. 


Tho Wisconsin Live Stock Sanitary 


Hoard was organized to protect the 
health of the livestock of Mils state. 
In order to cbtahi the best results, It 
Is Important that the local health of- 
ficers co-operate with the State Vet- 
erinarian by reporting all stock af- 
flicted with contagious or Infectious 
diseases to this office. 


All owners of branded horses ship- 


ped Into this state should have a 
health certificate showing that said 
animals were properly Inspected by a 
qualified veterinarian Ix-fore entering 
the state or at their destination. If 
the owner falls to produce a health 
certlllcate of these animals, It Is the 
duty of the health otllcer to at once 
quarantine them and notify the state 
veterinarian. Jn regard to the im- 
portation of cattle, the health otllcer 
has a right to demand of the owner 
of all cattle Intended for milk or 
dairy purposes a 
tuberculin test 


sheet, bearing the temperature rec- 
ords of said animals, showing that 
they have been submitted to the tu- 
berculin test 
before entering the 


state or at their destination. 


In case the owner falls to produce 


the tuberculin test sheet It Is the du- 
ty of the health otllcer to immediate- 
ly place the animals In quarantine 
and notify the state Veterinarian.

by State Veterinarian David Roberts, 
who has Just returned from there.

borhood to be kept on the place where 
they arc now working for nt least 100 
days, when a thorough medical exam- 
ination will bo mado to determine If 
the disease has been thoroughly ex- 
terminated.'

Cambridge,—While excavating on 


his lot nt Luke Rlpley. A. IS. Morton 
dug up a human skeleton and Is sup- 
posed to be tho remains of an Indian 
burled there perhaps 100 or

years ago. The bones aro all well 
preserved and their size Indicates that 
It was an exceptionally largo and 
well proportioned Indian. An unusual 
formation was the presence of a set 
of double teeth on the lower jaw. This 
makes 11 skeletons that have been 
dug up near this spot and confirms the 
general opinion that an Indian burial 
ground Is located here.

Chlppowa Indians are,found. 
Bishop 


llnruga's llrst contributions to Indian 
literature, however, were in tho form 
of prayer books, compiled nt tho time 
he labored among tho Ottawas. His 
first work of this kind was published 
In Detroit in 1832. 
Father 13araga 


arrived in Detroit about tho tlmo tho 
Asiatic cholera broke out In that city, 
and It was with great difficulty that ho 
was able to secure tho services of 
printers to set into typo tho manu- 
script ho had placed In tho publisher's 
hands. The book was printed In. tho 
ordinary "pica" typo and In tho puro 
Ottawa language. 
It contained 205 


pages, Including tho Index, which was 
also In Ottawa. 
Devotional prayers 


und litanies occupied 57 pages, hymns 
83 and a catechism 58. This prayer 
book was designed for tho 
use of 


Christian Ottawus attending Catholic 
services In tho mission chapels, and 
after It was published It watt necessary 
for the missionary to teach a class of 
Indians tho rudimentary parts of tholr 
printed dialect, and when these wore 
taught they in turn taught others. In 
this manner tho books camo Into gen- 
eral use among tho Catholic Ottawas. 
A number of other prayer books and 
religious works were afterward pub- 
lished by tho missionary, some of 
which wero printed In Kuropo, and 
have slnco found their way into the 
libraries of American universities and 
private collections. Tho most import- 
ant of these, perhaps, is a life of 
JeHtiH, printed In Paris in 1837. an 
original copy of which is now In the 
library of tho Boston Athenuouni. Be- 
tween tho years 1837 and 1848 Father 
Buraga published a number of Ottawa 
religious manuals. It was in tho lat- 
ter year, after having transferred his 
labors to the Chlppowus, that ho Is- 
sued the Chlppowa grammar and dic- 
tionary. The amount of labor required 
to change the text from tho Ottawa 
termination of the words to tho Chlp- 
powa 
undoubtedly was 
extremely 


arduous, considering that missionary 
duties required much tlmo, but tho 
work was accomplished, and tho book 
then published remains tho only Chip- 
pewti grammar and dictionary In exist- 
ence to-day. An original copy Is con- 
tained In tho Astor library in New 
York. Father Baruga also prepared 
und published a Chlppewa primer, de- 
voted to incidents In tho life of tho 
Saviour, und this work is also still used 
by missionaries among tho Indians.

Imbecile can bo committed to asylums 
for tho chronic Insane is to be found. 
In the annual report of Dr. William P. 
Beutlor, superintendent of tho asylum 
for the chronic -Insane of Milwaukee 
county. Tho report was submitted to 
tho board of trustees of tho institu- 
tion at the annual meeting at which 
Dr. Houtlcr was unanimously reelect- 
od as superintendent for another year. 
Tho report of tho board' of trustees 
which will bo sent to tho annual meet- 
ing of the county board will commend 
tho management of tho Institution un- 
der Dr. Boutlur'a management and will 
contain recommendations for tho es- 
tablishment of a separate building for 
tho feeble minded and tho Imbeciles. 
Tho following were elected as officers 
of tho' board of trustees: President. 
Jacob Truss; vice president, M, J. 
Helslor; secretary. R, Soldel. In. ad- 
dition to these officers, tho members 
of tho board aro Georgo W. Mayhow 
and Andrew Oswald. In his report Dr.

Llttlo Holland, with Its 5,000.000 poo 


plo living safely behind their wave> 
washed dykes, Is about to mako a now 
conquest from Us old enemy, tho 
ocean. Already Dutch engineers have 
begun tho tremendous task which will 
result In turning tho Zuydor Zoo into 
1,400 square miles of dry land. Whoro 
of old tho great Dutch war- fleets 
gathered, where now 4,000 fishermen 
sink their nets, thoro will rlso happy 
villages, broad pastures, poplar-bor- 
dered roads and sleepy canals—now 
farms und homes for 
50,000 Dutch- 


men. 


Tho task to bo undertaken Is a tro- 


mondoiiB ono. It will cost nearly $7G,- 
000,000. In return tho government ox- 
peels to secure annual rentals of moro 
than $5,000,000 from those who occupy 
and till tho hard won ground. 


Tho Zuyder Zoo has occupied a most 


prominent place In Dutch history. On 
Its shores-arc tho unclont towns of 
Modombllk, Hoorn, Harderwyck, Nor-

tribe, 


every possible means will bo used to 
convict him. White Pigeon and Lowis 
aro tho acknowledged leaders- of the 
llttlo tribe, and tho notlco Is a com- 
mand. This action Is unlquo in the 
history of Wisconsin Indians, tradi- 
tion being that tho red man without 
exception aro so fond of liquor that 
It is beyond thorn to ask that the sale 
bo stopped.
